Lyon and defense counsel C. W. Pear- 
son argued upon the admissability of 
certain alleged earlier acts by the de- 
fendant, claimed to have been com- 
mitted outside the county but within 
the state. 

The court ruled with the District At- 
torney following which the jury was 
returned to the court room. One wit- 
ness was examined prior to the recess 
for lunch to reconvene at 1:30 o’clock.

In later years, he indicated, as funds 
are available, his office has plans for 
improvement of the road to Rubicon 
Springs and from that point to Mc- 
Kinneys.

HOUSING SHORTAGE 
IN COURTY AIRED 


Chamber Of Commerce Will 
Make Survey To Ueiermine 
Extent Of Need For Homes 


There is a shuitage of residences in 
El] Dorado County which is reacting 
unfavorably upon the business growth 
of the county, according to L. W. Loo- 
mis of El Dorado, who appeared Mon- 
day night before the resular Septem- 
ber meeting of the chamber of com- 
merce. 


Loomis said that workmen are com- 
ing into the county to work on road 
projects and are unable to find resi- 
dences and he declared that a number 
of men empioyed in the various mines 
of the county are driving as far as 30 
miles to their work. 


Dr. L. J. Anderson supported Mr. 
Loomis’ complaint of the need _ for 
small home financing in the county 
and said the matter had been called 
to the attention of the chamber of 
commerce as long ago as ten years, and 
sevcral times since then. 


Members of the chamber of com- 
merce expressed the belief that the 
problem of small home financing is 
one which private sources should con- 
sider and advanced the opinion that 
private capital would be attracted to 
the project if a consideration of the 
facts indicated such an undertaking 
would be a sound investment.
